8. To raise and appropriate money for the support of 
Fire Department. 


9. To raise and appropriate money for the relief of 
poor and old age assistance. 


10. To raise and appropriate money for Memorial Day 
and choose committees for same. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting and to make an appropriation to cov- 
er the expense of such audit. 


12. To raise and appropriate to the White Mountain 
Region Association, for its program of advertising, etc., as 
a part of the Cooperative investment by regional towns, an 
amount equal to 10¢ per $1000 of the assessed valuation of 
the town for 1949. 


13. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to distribute the inventory blanks at the time they examine 
the taxable property. 


14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by Town 
through Tax Collector’s Deeds or otherwise. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes. 


16. To see if the Town wishes to remodel the kitchen 
and dining room of the Town Hall and to raise and appro- 
priate money for same.

REPORT OF PERAMBULATION OF THE ORFORD - 
PIERMONT LINE 


To the Selectmen of Orford and Piermont, N. H. 

The undersigned met December 7th, 1952, at a point on 
the Orford-Piermont line on the easterly bank of the Con- 
necticut River, and marked a hemlock tree and witnessed a 
yellow birch tree and marked it CM, HH, SU and NS 1952; 
from the hemlock tree the line ran north 50 degrees west to 
a point on the westerly side of the Connecticut River at 
mean low water mark; we did not establish or mark this 
point; from the hemlock we ran south 50 degrees east to a 
concrete marker on the easterly side of the state highway; 
thence in the same direction over Echo Hill and across 
Webster’s field to a stone post on the easterly side of a high- 
way leading from the state highway in Piermont to the 
state highway in Orford; thence in the same direction across 
the Cole Hill Road to a stone post; thence in the same di- 
rection across the road to Indian Pond to a stake marked 
O - P; thence in the same direction across the road from 
Clay Hollow to Indian Pond to a stone post; thence in the 
same direction across the Morrison pasture and following a 
line of spotted trees across Indian Pond Mt., to a marked 
yellow birch tree on the westerly side of road to Baker Pond; 
at this point, the perambulation was interrupted by a snow 
storm, and the same parties met at the yellow birch on Oc- 
tober 9th, 1953; we ran south 50 degrees east along a line of 
spotted trees across Clark Lane and continued along a line 
of spotted trees to the Orford-Wentworth corner, a stake 
and stones; we did not locate or mark the Piermont-Went- 
worth corner at this time.

To the Selectmen of Haverhill and Piermont: 

The undersigned met at the dwélling house of Roy 
Dunklee in Haverhill for the purpose of perambulating the 
line between Haverhill and Piermont; we started at an iron 
pin on the easterly bank of the Connecticut River on the 
line between the two towns; this iron pin is located south 48 
degrees east from a point on the westerly side of said River 
at low water mark, being the southwesterly corner of Hav- 
erhill and the northwesterly corner of Piermont; from the 
iron pin we ran south 48 degrees east to a stone post on the 
westerly side of the Dartmouth College Road; thence con- 
tinuing in the same direction across the plain and passing 
over Catamount Ridge along a line of blazed trees to the 
Ainslee Road; thence continuing in the same direction to 
a stone post in the Bartlett pasture; thence north 32 degrees 
east to a stone post in the line of an abandoned road; thence 
north 49 degrees west to a stone post in a field; thence north 
32 degrees 30 minutes east to a stone post in the Judd pas- 
ture near a maple tree; thence south 49 degrees east across 
the Cutting Hill Road and across the Warren Road and 
across the swamp northerly of Lily Pond to a line of spotted 
trees; thence continuing in the same direction along a line 
of spotted trees to a stake and stones at the top of a steep 
rise, the stake marked Haverhill, Piermont, Warren and 
Benton; we marked a witness RD, SU, CM, and GR 1953.

The Piermont Village School opened on September 9th, 
1953, with a total elementary enrollment of 75. Of the 26 
secondary pupils, 6 are attending Haverhill Academy, 19 are 
at Bradford Academy, and one is at Concord High School. 


Both teachers in the main building, having resigned, 
were replaced by teachers from outside the district. 
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Miss Lavoie, accepting a position in Orford, was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. William H. Rittenburg of Meadows, New 
Hampshire. Mr. Rittenburg holds an A. B. degree from 
Pasadena College and a B. Ed. degree from Plymouth Teach- 
ers’ College. He had twelve years of teaching experience 
hefore coming to Piermont. He is a native of Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin. 


Mrs. Bowles accepted a position in Bath Village and 
was replaced by Mrs. Marjorie J. McClellan of East Haver- 
hill. Mrs. McClellan is a graduate of Lyndon Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Vermont, and has nine years of teaching experience. 


Mrs. Esther LaPierre continues as the teacher in the 
primary building, guiding the little folks with her pleasing, 
enthusiastic, and energetic personality. 


The school district is fortunate to have the cooperation 
of its selectmen and citizens in developing the excellent pri- 
mary room which is a joy to the instructor as well as to the 
pupils. Through the efforts of both boards, one of the most 
attractive, sanitary, and functional classrooms in New 
Hampshire has been developed. With the exception of the 
need for a more economical heating unit in the school build- 
ing, the buildings are now in excellent condition. 


The local V. F. W. is to be commended for its contribu- 
tion to the school lunch fund, as well as is Mr. Alex Szuch 
who contributed to a fund for purchasing film strips; a pro- 
gram of visual aids sponsored by a local organization of 
young citizens interested in the welfare of the pupils. 


The school lunch continues, but under new manage- 
ment. Mrs. Lurena Day as supervisor, assisted by Mrs. 
Shirley Metcalf, is serving excellent hot, nutritious lunches 
for the pupils. This program is of value, not only to the 
health of the child, but also in forming correct social habits 
in food handling and table manners. 


If a child is to live well with others, he must first ac- 
cept himself; he must feel that he is adequate. The school 
exists to help the child better understand and accept himself, 
to extend his experience in many and varied areas, and to 
help him to work with others to satisfy common needs. 


The continued efforts of the citizens to spport their 
schools, the interest and activities of the school board in 
establishing school policies, and the efficient guidance by 
the teachers in carrying out their professional duties by de- 
veloping a sound philosophy of education in the schools, is 
hereby acknowledged with sincere approval and apprecia- 
tion.
